RESIDENT KILLED 


Myron W. Farlin Found Dead 
in Room with a Revolver 
Beside the Body. 


ACCIDENT OR SUICIDE? 


Myron W. Farlin, son of the late J. Whit- 
ney Ferlin, real estate operator, was found 
dead at his residence, 1244 Lake Shore drive, 
early yesterday afternoon, shot through the 
right temple. His revolver was beside him 
with one cartridge exploded. 

No doubt is expressed that Mr. Farlin, 
‘sn invalid during most of his thirty-eight 
years, shot himself. The police believe the 
shooting was intentional, due to melancholy 
over his jong illness. His mother and sister, 
wife of George H. High, real estate man, de- 


‘clare it must have been an accident. Both 


are prostrated. 


Body Found by Valet. 

The body was found by Mr. Farlin's valet, 
John Crown, long in the family employ, 
shortly before 2 o'clock in the ‘afternoon. 
Crown bad returned, from downtewn and 
gone direct to his employer's suite on the 
third floor of the residence. There was no 
reply to his rap and he walked in. 

Mr. Farlin’s body in pajamas was sprawled 
on the threshhold of the bathroom, Crown 
saw bis employer wes dead, and as soon as he 
had recovered his composure he walked to 
the first floor and into the High residence 
at 1242, ihto which the Fariin hall opens. 
He broke the news to the sister and mother 
and then telephoned Dr. E. B. Friend, the 
family physician, with offices in the Keaner 
building. The doctor said Mr. Farlin- had 
been dead nearly two hours, Death appar- 
ently wae instantaneous. 

“T had been downtown for some time,” 
gal the valet, and returned at about 1:30, 
I should think. Any way, it was soon after 
that when I went to Mr. Fariln’s room. I 
thought at first he had fallen and struck his 
head, but before I got to him I saw the re- 
volver and knew what had happened. I 
hardly dared tel Mra. Farlin, for she has 
been an invalid, too, since last winter. when 
she fell in a downtown store. I had to ask 
her and Mrs. High to remain downstairs until 


the doctor came.” 


Papers Left in Good Order.. 
Nothing of significance was found in Mr. 
Farlin's room. There was a wallet contain- 
ing about $100 in currency, a bankbook sh. - 
ing a $820 balance, supposedly one of several 
checking accounts, and a few papers in good 
order. It is not probable there will be a de- 
tailed gearch of his effects. 

It was not for two hours that the pelice 
werte notified, but word was sent to the cor- 
oner’s office and the inquest set for 10 lock 
this morning. 

In the absence of Mr. High, now on a hunt- 
ing trip down the IlMnols river, Robert E. 
Rose, & cousin of Farlin, and William White- 
head, an old friend of the femily. hurried to 
the residence to give their assistance.

To the police the girl gave a somewhat 
disconnected story of her kidnaping early 
in the evening from West Chicago avenue 
near Gault court. She said she was rushed 
into a taxicab standing at that point and 
held by three men so she could not escape. 
One, she says, was a rejected sultor, Samuel 
Alecchl, a Gault court barber, 

“ He asked me again to marry him and I 
said I would die first,” said the girl. “ They 
leaped at me and I thought I was to be 
killed. In the midst of my etruggle Alecchi 
put @ handkerchief to my nose and then I 
forgot. 

„ after a while I woke up. The automo- 
bile was standing -still. Alecchi lifted his 
fist again, but the chauffeur jumped in and 
made him stop. They threw me out in 


the road and drove away. - That is all I 


know.” 
The police are bunting for Alecchi and the 


men they believe to have been his compan- 
ions. The kidnaping is the third victim 
withina month Josephine Tearno, 18 years 
old, 822 Townsend street, was carried away, 
but escaped the same day. Mary Joidige, 
16 years old, 1117 Larrabee street, was kept 
in confinement two days.

“A man’s club open to the invasion of 
woman!” they reasoned. “ Shades of Alex- 
ander Hamilton! What a situation! A club 
is the only place we can go and get away 
from the women!“ 

So the wise ones gumshoed around and ex- 
plained the amendment. They painted ter- 
rible word pictures of the club overrun with 
women, of rooms filled with chattering wives 
and daughters, arguing over whist or gos- 
siping over tea.

Bylaw and Amendment. 

The bylaws now read; 

Citizens of the state of Illinois residing 
er having a place of business within thir- 
ty-five miles of the clubhouse shall be 
eligible to membership. : 

The amendment reads: 

Male citizens of the United States liv- 
ing within thirty-five miles of the club- 
house or having a place of business within 
the city of Chicago shall be eligible to 
resident membership.

For no one denies a woman is a citi- 
zen. We cannot say how long k will be de- 
fore women are allowed to vote in UMnois, 
and they are teking more Interest in politics 
every year.

CHOLERA SPREADS AMONG TURE... 
CONSTANTINOPLE [by way of Kus- 
tendjel. Nov. 15.~—The cholera - epidemic 
among the Turkish troops holding the line of 
fortificationa at Tchatalja is rapidly becom- 
ing worse. Over 500 cases are reported daily 
and the total number alreacy exceeds 6,000. 
Whatever hopes the Turks may have had 
of maintaining the line of defenses at 
Tchatalja have been dissipated by this out- 
break of the plague. 

An eye witness declares that on Tuesday 
he saw 263 bodies buried in one big trench 
at Hademkeui, heagquarters of the Turkish 
commander in chief. The bodies were 
dragged to the spot on hooks and dropped 
‘into the trench, which was not nearly deep 
enough, the covering of earth being shallow. 


Plague May Stop Bulgars. 

While cholera is undermining the Turkish 
defenses, it also constitutes a most formid- 
able opponent to the Bulgarian advance and 
it is generally believed here that the out- 
break has disposed of the question of even 
temporary occupation of Constantinope by 
the Bulgarian troops. It is thought unlikely 
King Ferdinand of Bulgsria will risk the 
lives of hig soldiers in thie way if he can 
avoid it 

It is stated on good authority that cholera 


already has appeared among the Bulgarian 
troops. This would not be at all surprising 
in wiew of the fact they occupy the positions 
where the disease claimed its first Turkish 
victims. 

The Bulgarian army on Sunday occupied 
the town of Derkos at the Black sea end of 
the TchataYa lines and thus controls the 
water supply of Constantinople. This, how- 
ever, has not yet been interfered with.

218 St. John's court, 
who is not 30 years old, considers herself the 
prize vietim of the Chicago divorce courts 
For the last five years sbe has been studying 
court miethods at first hand as a sort of a 
regular pursuit. 

Mrs. Gaenssien’s mafith! troubles have oc- 
cupied the attention of both Cook county di- 
vorce courts and her activities include the 
obtaining of one decree of divorce, one I- 
legal marriage, the vacation of a decree, and 
the annulment of a marriage. But she still 
is left with a husband on her hands. of whom 
she desires to make some disposal. 

A St. Louis fortune teller several months 
ago was sought by the woman to show her 
the way out of the disagreeable situation of 
having two husbands. The fortune teller di- 
rected the woman to come to Chicago and go 
to Attorney Seymour N. Cohen, she says. 


Tells of Tangled Marriages, 
Mr. Cohen last aight told something of the 
woman's story. 
Jane Knitcel, now Mrs. Gaensslen, was 
married in 1964 to Herman G. Gaensslen in 
Little Rock, Ark. They came to Chicago 
and lived together until 1908. The husfband 
sued his wife for divorce in the Circuit court 
and she filed a cross bil. There was a hear- 
ing upon the cross bill before Judge Stough in 
May, 1908. The judge heard the evidence and 
ordered it written up for a decree. . 
That wes where Mrs. Gaensslen began to 
get badly tangled, her attorney said. She 
left the same day of the hearing or the next 
morning and went to New York, believing she 
had been granted a divorce. In New York 
she was married to Henry Herbert Overton 
of London, Eng.

Judge Sabath’s Ruling in Theater Cazes, 
It Is Said, Will Stop Minors Appear- 
ing on Chicago Stages. 


Constitutionality of the child labor law. 


was upheld yesterday by Muntdipal Judge 
Sabath in a verbal opinion in the cases of 
William E. Gorman, manager of The Gar- 
den of Allah.“ recently at the Auditorium, 
and George Lederer, manager of The 
Charity Girl.“ at the Studebaker. Both de- 
fendants were found guilty of having vio- 
lated the statute. 

A motion for a new trial was set for Nov. 30. 
Adolph Marx. attorney for the theatrical 
men, announced he could not state whether 
an appeal would be taken. 

The effect of this decision will be that no 
child under 16 years can appear on the stage 
in Chicago, according to Charles J. Herman, 
attorney for the state factory inspector. 

“Judge Sabath upheld every one of our 
contentions,” said Mr. Herman, and as a 
result children will be unable to appear on 
the stage as long as thig statute is in force. 
The only remedy the theatrical managers 
have is to induce the legislature to change 
the law.” 


AWARDS LAWYER $27,575 FEE. 


Judge Gibbons Rules on A. B. Wright’s 
Claim Against Heirs of 
Jonathan Clark. 


Judge Gibbons in the Circuit court hes 
handed down an opinion awarding $27,575 to 
Arthur B. Wright, for attorney's fees against 
the heirs of Jonathan Clark.

May Have Tried to Get Rid of Woman 

If the woman is Mrs. Roth andthe man whe 
attacked her the same person who stole her 
from her husband, the police believe. the 
crime was committed simply with the idea of 
getting rid of her.

The facts tend also to show that the woman 
left Detroit in gréat haste. She had brought 
with her practically nothing except the cloth- 
ing she wore. © 

Not a single worman’s toilet article was 
found in the room by the police. The man, 
on the other hand, came fully equipped for 
the business he had in hand. Besides a change 
of clothing, it is now believed by the police 
he brought the hammer. 

The clerk who assigned rooms to the couple 
when questioned during the day was able to, 
give a fairly detailed description of the men.

A full deecription of the injured woman also 
was obtained and was wired to Detroit. It 
follows: Age, 45 to 50 years; height, 5 feet 6 
inches: weight, 185 to 140 pounds; eyes, blue; 
hair, brown. sprinkled with gray; nose, prom- 
inent, large nostrils; face, full, high cheek 
bones; teeth, two upper teeth in the left side 
of the jaw missing, eye tooth upper right 


jaw missing, two upper teeth in the back of 


the mouth missing; hands, soft and freckled; 
shoes, stamped “‘ Kasson on the bottom. 
It was sald at the county hospital that 
the woman's skull was not fractured, but 
that she was suffering from a concussion 
of the brain which probably would prove 
fatal. She is watched constantly in the hope 
that she may return to consciousness long 
enough to make a statement.

Approve Stricter Food and Drug Laws 
and Birth Registry.

Aurora, III., Nov. 15.—[Special.}—For the 
first time in four years the Illinois Federa- 
tion of Women's Clubs failed to indorse reso- 
lutions favoring suffrage. The meeting 
closed today. ? 

The suffrage question never got before 
the body of delegates. It was killed in the 
resolutions committee, according to some of 
the-ssuffragists, who made a speclal trip to 
Aurora to have the question of suffrage ap- 
proved by the convention. A rule was made 
at the beginning of the federation meeting 
that no resolution could be presented from 
the floor. 

Suffrage sentiment was apparent at the 
meeting, however, practically every woman 
speaker, except Mrs. Percy V. Pennybacker, 
„general president, favorably mentioning the 
cause amid loud cheering.

National Immigration Con- 
gress Aims Blow at the 
“Blue Sky” Salesmen. 


DEMANDS UNIFORM LAWS 


Measure Will Be Proposed in 
Legislatures to Protect 
All Buyers.

The plan to be proposed te the legislature 
ia that a law be passed requiring the owner 
who has land for sale to register a descrip- 
tion of it with the proper authorities in the 
state. That description must include the lo- 
cation of the land, what it will produce, and 


; 
the quality of the soll. 


If the owner registers his land falsely he 
will be subject to prosecution and also he 
must make redress te the purchaser. 


Polls Advantages in Canada. 

Before the resolutions committee reported, 
J. Bruce Walker of Winnipeg, immigration 
commissioner of western Canada, spoke on 
“ Canadian Methods of Immigration.” Mr. 
Walker pointed out how the dominion go v- 
ernment aids the homesteader during the 
first years. 

“Canada is the most prosperous country 
in the world in a material way,” said Mr. 
Walker. There is not a more independent 
man on this continent than the Canadian 
laboring man. The farmers of Canada are 
offeririg $3.50 and $4 4 day for workers to 
help them in their * work. Then they 
cannot get help. 

The immigrant who comes to Canada and 
settles on a farm is given 160 acres on the 
condition that he live on it and cultivate 
fifteen acres, He may preempt another 160 
by cultivating it stx years. 

More than 860,000 immigrants have come 
to Canada in the last ten years. About 300,000 
of that number were from the United States. 


Federal Government’s Plan. 

One advantage which Canada has over the 
United States, Mr. Walker believes, is that 
the federal government instead of the states 
has charge of promoting immigration. 

To illustrate how the federal government, 
helps, Mr. Walker continued, “when a 
farmer who has taken a homestead in Canada 
gets short of money and needs provisions 
for hic family, the government supplies him 
and takes a lien on the land. If that len is 
likely to keep him from getting the patent to 
his land, the government generally releases 
the man from payment. 

“If a homesteader’s wife bécomes il] and 
her husband has not the funds to send her 
to the hospital-the government does that.

The executive committee of the Citizens’ 
association yesterday adopted resolutions 
against the resurrection of the segregated 
vice district closed by State’s Attorney Way- 
man, ' 

The preambie uf the resolutions recites Mr. 
Wayman's action has aroused a definite and 
positive opinionin the minds of many infiuen- 
tial citizens that such a district is unneces- 
sary, thet the reéstablishinent of the district 
would be unworthy of a civilized community, 
and thet vice districts tend to corrupt and 
weaken police edmninistration and to contrib- 
ute to political eorruption. 

Objects to Crime Ares. 

The regolution continues: 

“ Therefore, be it resolved, That the Cit! 
gens’ association does hereby join with other 
forces in the city of Chicego in a protest 
against the legalizing by toleration of crime 
in any form, and particularly expresses Kis 
desire to codperate with public officials and 
private citizens to prevent an organized 


segregated community of criminals, now sup- 


pressed. from again becoming a menace to 
the morals of the youth of the city and to the 
effectiveness of the police force.” 

Copies of the resolution were sent to each 
member of the special aldermanic committee 
investigating v:ce conditions for the purpose 
of recommending to the council the best pian 
of-handiing: vice in Chicago. 

Organize City Today.

After a week's incarceration in the county 
jail Jack Johnson, negro pugilist, yesterday 
was released on bail. Federal Judge Carpen- 
ter approved a bond signed by Matthew . 
Beldwin, 82 North Clark street, a real estate 
dealer, and the black pugifist’e mother, Mrs. 
Tiny Johneon. 

Baldwin, who lives at 1111 Church street, 
Evanston, scheduled property valued at more 
than $70,000, and Mrs. Johnson scheduled 
the property given to her by ber son. This 
property is located at 3344 Wabash avenue. 
She valued it at $32,000. 

Johnson's bond is $30,000. He le under m- 
dictment charging violation of the Mann act 
against trafficking m women. Anh assurance 
by Baldwin that the negro will be trailed by 
a private detective at Johnson's expense 


until the trial had much to do — the srant- 
ing of his release. 


Work Hard to Get Bail. 

Johnson's attorneye had worked unceasing- 
ly fora week trying to get sureties that would 
be acceptable to the United States district at- 
torney and the court. The matter of exam- 
ining the validity of the proffeged sureties 
Was placed by the court in.thefiands of Dis- 
trict Attorney James H. Wilkerson, who 
placed the work in charge of Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Harry Parkin. 

When Mr. Parkin announced that the Beld- 
win bond would be acceptable to him John 
son was taken from the jail into Judge Car- 
penter’s court. where he was congratulated 
by a large number of negro friends. He was 
accompanied by his mother, his two sisters, 
and his attorney, W. G. Anderson Mr. 
Baldwin was then questioned by Mr. Par- 
kin. 

Do you expect to receive any indemnity 
on this bond? Mr. Baldwin was asked. 

“Why; I expect them to make it right 
with me for the trouble Lam put to,” said he. 


Sleuth to Trail Johnson. 

“ Evidently he does not understand the 
question,” said Judge Carpenter. Have 
they promised to make any payment to you 
in case Johnson jumps his ball?“ 

“No mention of an indemnity has been 
made, answered he.

BY MARY ELEANOR O'DONNELL. 


GREAT many of the letters that have 
come in from our men readers have @ 
lot of the “old Adam” about them. 

“Tt is up to you women to solve this 
problem,“ they say. 

It is the old spirit of Adam saying: 
the woman thou gavest me.” 

I ghould like to hear from my readers in re- 
gard to the letter which follows: 

“So the days of plenty are over and Amer- 
feans have reached the ‘fried bread’ period of 
national existence. Scraps, odds and ends, soup 
meat aftér all the strength has been stewed 
out, are nöw the correct food for the American. 
And after this stage has been lived through— 
what next? Why, the garlictand black bread of 
southern Europe. 

Use the cheaper cuts? The worker has 
long. since used them—glad to be able to get 
them. .This talk of him demanding porterhouse 
is nonsense. He doesn't know what it looks 
like. Hamburger steak, he is well acquainted 
with. When the higher paid classes begin buy- 
ing his cheaper cuts the workingman will pay 
stin more for his scrap of meat, as the price of 
it will go up with the demand. 

“No, madam housewife; fight the high cost of 
living in quite another way than by doing with- 

out. Why should your children grow to man- 
hood and womanhood insufficiently nourished? 
Get the vote and use it, for nowadays legisla- 
tion ,the world over tends more and more to 
regulating many things that concern the home. 

“Living is dear, not because food is scarce, 
but because there are so many to take a profit 
between the producer and the consumer. Some 
of these people are necessary—many of them 
are not. Get rid of the unnecessary ones—and 
in certain staple foods establish by law a max- 
imum. profit, above which it would be a crim- 
inal offense to go. 

Bread is 5 cents for twelve ounces. In Aus- 
tralia; where wages are as high as in America, 
bread is 6 cents for thirty-two ounces—less 
than half the price it is here. Yet flour is the 
same price in both countries. Is there no room 
here for legislative action? For the people are 
surely being robbed. 

“Get to work, women, and get the vote, and 
use it to pull down the high cost of living—but 
do not help to lower the standard of living in 
America by consenting to feed your families on 
odds and ends and.‘ fried bread.’ 

“Do it through your municipal government, 
Establish mu- 
nicipal. provision depots where food can be 

ought directly, or nearly so, from the producer. 

he municipal government touches you much 
more nearly than does state or federal govern- 
ment, so pay more attention to it. Don't mix it 
up with them in any way. Hold the elections 
for your municipal fathers at different times 
to the other elections, so that you can more 
closely scrutinize the men who ask your votes, 
and when you have elected them—watch them. 
This advice may seem away from the high cost 
of living, but ‘the longest way around is often 
the shortest-way home,“ and if you &ry to live 
cheaply by living poorly, vou are making a mis- 
take which will have consequences of a very 
grave nature to the American people. 
Wake up, women! Over the rest of the 
world living conditions are improving. Shall 
they go backwards in America? It's up to you.

“After five years’ experience (or inexperi- 
ence) I am able to give the following advice 
to the housekeeper who lives in the city with 
groceries and markets convenient and who 
has no space for storage in her apartment: 

“1. Make a business of your housekeeping. 

“2. Keep strict account of every. expendi- 
ture. 

“3. Learn by experience. Make use of your 
accounts to ascertain how long a certain 
amount of any commodity will last. 

“4. Pay cash and buy in small quantities. 

“5. Keep to simple tastes in food, or cultt- 
vate them. Use fruits and vegetables in the 


natural state where possible, saving gas and 


the ingredients necessary for fancy dishes. 

“Following is an outline menu for.a day 
for two persons. Sick headaches and indi- 
gestion are now unknown (a saving of medi- 
cine and doctor bills). 

“ Breakfast—Cereal (cooked or uncooked), 
cream, buttered toast, coffee, milk, fresh fruit. 

“TLuneh (earried to office by man)—Peanut 
butter or chopped meat sandwich, raisin or 
jelly sandwich, cookies, fresh fruit.“ 

“Dinner—Meat (small portions), two vege- 
tables, bread and butter, fresh or cooked fruit, 
small cakes, milk. 

“This has been found ideal for the man 
who works in an office with little physical 
labor or exercise. I might also add that the 
average amount spent a week for food during 
the last nine weeks, including guests for din- 
ner several times and four dinners at a res- 
taurant, was only $3.90. A: 3” 
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Stuffing a Common Fault. 


“ Fighting the high cost of living would be a 
comparatively easy task if people would curb 
their appetites and eat only the amount of food 
each day that can be properly disposed of by 
the digestive organs of the body. Stuffing is a 
common fault of most people, and particularly 
those whd are compelled by their chosen work 
to lead sedentary lives. 

‘‘Consuming sufficient fuel, . but never more 
than can be made use of by the digestlve ma- 
chinery of the body. would keep the “pocket- 
book more rounded and at the same time in- 
crease one’s capacity for work. Pwo meals a 
day made up of a choſce of vegetables; fruit, 
eggs, milk, etc., with meat eaten sparingly once 
a day, would be a diet suited to people of all 
classes.

A Gen Program at 
the Thomas Matinee 


BY GLENN DILLARD GUNN. . 
NEW symphony and a recent overture 
demonstrated to Thomas orchestra pa- 
trons yesterday afternoon what German 
composers of the present are doing. The 
Beethoven B flat concerto for piano and 
an excerpt from “Die Götterdämmerung re- 
vived the glories of a great past. Incidentally, 
Mr. Gottfried Galston's efforts in the concerto 
threw light upon contemporary standards of 
planistic art as they are maintained in the 
Fatherland. On the whole, it was an instruc- 
tive afternoon, though Zomewhat below the sea- 
son’s level of interest. 

A perfect type of modern Gan music is 
Lebensfreude overture, 
which opened the program. Primarily a vir- 
tuoso display piece for conductor and orcles- 
tra, it also accomplishes obvious and accurate 
definition of certain phases of feeling. Briefly 
it represented a laudable intention to be joy- 
ful. But the expression of ‘this joy is sub- 
jected to the stern discipline of a well estab- 
lished! system. With commendable industry 
the composer has filled out the Straussian for- 
mula. Therefore, he first takes foy in a noisy 
and exhuberant theme. Then he touches upon 
more 1 delights. Finally he be- 
thinks himself of the comfortable pleasures of 
German folk song. There are. many repetitions 
of his themes, but no genuine development 
leading to greater expressiveness. 
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There is more conviction in the Straesser G 
major symphony. which had its first hearing on 
this eccasion. Its bright, pretty themes seem 
to foreshadow. a return to a simpler manner. 
Also they suggest the possibility that this 
composer possesses a musical personality that 
is all his own and that will achieve a new direc- 
tion in art once he has freed himself from 
the trammels of the present system. There 
is also a suggestion, of refinement and an 
economy of artistic means that hints at Gallic 
influence, and one remembers that Cologne, the 
home of the composer, is nearer to Paris than 
Berlin.

That this promise is not fulfilled is 
‘probably due to the fact that they have been 
compressed into the symphonic form. Straesser 
reconstructs this form with skill. But its 
patterns lead-him to mere melodic repetition.

At a special meeting in Milwaukee on 
Thursday club owners of the Western league:
